p ractices by the dep artm en t. H ow ev er. H ein ze said the de­ 
cision on O 'B rie n ’s status had been m ade sev eral day s earlier. 
O ’Brien h a d charg ed th at Police C hief Jam es W a lra th 


h ad ordered hi* force n ot to make arrests for n arcotics an d 
v ehicle v iolation s. T h e com m en ts were an sw ered by the 
C hief as bein g “ all p op p y cock an d w ithout foun dation ,” an d 
th at the com p lain an ts were “ n othin g but kids who can n ot 
obey orders.” 
W a lra th said th at the firin g of O ’Brien on the n ig ht of 
an in terv iew was a coin ciden ce an d is backed by H ein ze, 
w ho said th a t the dep artm en t rev iew beg an last m on th. 
In a p re p a re d statem en t, H ein ze, who took ov er the Po­ 
lice C om m ission er’s p osition in M ay , ex p lain ed that on Sep t. 
15, 19 7 0, “ a routin e m eetin g ” of p olice dep artm en t p erson ­ 
n el an d the v illag e trustees was held to “ discuss p roblem s” . 
T h e m eetin g , H ein ze ex p lain ed, g av e each p erson p resen t 
the o p p o rtun ity to sp eak his p oin t of v iew. 


H ein ze said that it was ag reed that the en tire discussion 
would be rev iewed for 10 day s, durin g which time other 
talks would be held. T h e M on day meetin g at which O ’Brien 
was fired h ad been on the schedule, H ein ze p oin ted out, as 
a follow-up to the Sep t. 15 session . 
I he term in ation of O ’Brien ’s con tract “ was p art of the 
ov erall rev iew m ade sev eral weeks ag o,” Hein ze a sserted. 
“ T h e trustees will con tin ue to rev iew . . . an d take n eces­ 
sary action s.” T h e p olice commission er said that there are 
three more p rov ision al p atrolm en in O ’Brien ’s status, those 
who hav e n ot p assed the civ il serv ice ex am. 
Heinze said they 
w ould be in terv iewed by him, as would the others in the de­ 
p artm en t, an d a rev iew of their work will be con tin ued. 
M ean w hile, O ’Brien was quoted as say in g that he has 
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obtain ed a lawy er an d would ask the g ov ern or’* office to 
con duct it* own in v estig ation of the board, the dep artm en t, 
an d his dismissal. H e claimed that W alrath was “ out after 
my n eck two weeks after he g ot there when I told him, in 
fron t of the m ay or, that I would n ot g o alon g with his orders 
n ot to make n arcotics arrests.” 
W a lrath , who assumed his job on Jun e 21, said that 
O Brien “made himself out as a n arcotics ex p ert before the 
board 
at its g riev an ce meetin g in Sep tem ber, “ but he was 
hired as a p atrolm an , n ot a n arcotics ag ^n t.” 
“O ’Brien p resen ted an obstacle” to my efforts for g ood 
relation s with studen ts an d others on the force, W a lra th 
said. “ H e didn 't hav e g ood relation s with an y body . O n on e 
occasion he p ulled a g un an d n eatly started a riot,” W a l­ 
rath charg ed. 
I he Chief said that the dismissal of O ’Brien m ig ht “ w ake 
the others up .” 
I he other New Paltz p atrolm en hav e backed up W al- 
rath in the clash. Charles J. Dav is said the C hief was “ be n d­ 
in g ov er backw ard” to do a g ood job. R ichard T h o m p so n 
observ ed that “ when the chief came ev ery body was resen t­ 
ful. T h e y do n ’t like takin g orders an d th a t’* at the bottom 
of it,” he ex p lain ed. 
D av is an d T hom p son claim that sev eral of the arrests 
m ade by O 'B rien an d sev eral others were “ ba d” because 
they didn ’t hav e ev iden ce an d n o con v iction s resulted. 
W h ile the charg es an d coun ter-charg es con tin ue, Police 
Com m ission er Hein ze said that he “ reg rets that the p atro l­ 
men co uldn ’t wait un til the v illag e board m et” before sp eak­ 
in g out p ublicly .

The furry little caterp illar, lon g con sid­ 
ered forecaster of win ter, is wearin g heav y 
ban ds of black both fore an d aft with a wide 
cen ter strip e of oran g e which are in terp ret­ 
ed to mean sn ow for a starter, followed by 
a fairly op en win ter an d then a rug g ed 
mon th of March. 
The first tig hten in g bite of killin g frost 
an d scattered sn ow' flurries durin g the p ast 
few day s hav e turn ed ev ery on e's thoug hts to 
win ter with memories of last season ’s lon g 
sieg e of white Christmas throug h Easter. 
Observ ers of n ature look for barometers 
of weather in . katy dids call, squirrels activ i­ 
ty an d n est buildin g sites of horn ets an d 
bees. The woolly hear strip es are a tradition 
al harbin g er resp ected throug h the ag es. 
Sup p osedly a bad win ter is foretohd if the 
dog wood is smothered in sp rin g blossoms 
or the p in e tree sheds more n eedles than 
usual so the ex tra heav y sn ow will fall off 
without breakin g bran ches. 
Thin on ion skin s foretell a mild win ter 
while thick skin n ed ap p les call for a thick 
ov ercoat. Other in dicators of a g reen win ter 
are milkweeds that sp lit their p ods an d 
throw seeds earlier than usual. Local ob 
serv ation s of this roadside fluff would ten d 
to back up the caterp illar p rediction s of a 
heav y win ter for op en ers. 
Heav y p elts an d thick feathers are said 
to p romise a heav y win ter but there are 
those who credit the p ast six mon ths n ot the 
comin g six mon ths with this p hen omen on of 
n ature. Skep tics say the boun tiful sum m er 


harv est has more to do with the heav y coats 
an d in creased storin g activ ity than does a 
six th sen se of what is to come W'in terwise. 
If the lon g ran g e forecasts based on 
"sig n s” can be debun ked there are p retty 
accurate short ran g e forecast sig n s. Birds, 
dog s an d some p eop le resp on d to atmos 
p heric chan g es an d “ feel” when a storm is 
comin g . The look of an autum n sky , a 
chan g e of bitin g win d an d a rin g aroun d the 
moon all can be in terp reted by those who 
liv e close to the lan d. 
An in dicator of some sort which defies 
imm ediate in terp retation is the p resen ce of 
a p air of mockin g birds in the TiUson area. 
Althoug h they hav e been sum m er n csters 
for the p ast coup le of y ears the p air is still 
on the scen e, trillin g their distin ctiv e rep er­ 
toire throug h the frosty morn in g air. The 
mockin g bird is tt southern er by n ature an d 
has on ly v en tured this far n orth as a sum 
n ier v isitor in recen t y ears. 
Other bird mig ration s were p retty much 
on schedule this fall ev en thoug h October re­ 
main ed rather balmy . The first killin g frost 
late last week was followed by sev eral other 
heav y frosts p uttin g an en d to late tomatoes, 
p ep p ers an d flower g arden an n uals. E aster 
lily blooms, which p ut in un season al ap 
p ea ran ees throug h the autumn day s, should 
n ow be lestin g as house p lan ts. 
Reg ardless of the sig n s an d homeg rown 
p rediction s, the area road an d street main 
ten an ee crews are takin g n o chan ces 
A 
sure sig n of win ter is the an n ual refurbish 
ig of sn ow remov al equip men t just in case. 
An other sure sig n of win ter is the p rev a 
len ce of sn ow tire sales an d the disap p ear 
an ce of the p atio furn iture an d lawn mowers 
in to the darker reaches of the cellar.

This a utho rity is a n ex pressio n o f so ciety ’s a ng ry de­ 
termina tio n to do so mething a bo ut sto pping the crime 
wa v e tha t ha s beco m e so prev a lent a nd so no x io us. One 
seg m ent o f the po pula tio n a t which it a imed is the o f­ 
ficia ls who help crim ina ls mulct the public. As pa ssed 
by the Sena te, the new pro cedure wo uld ha v e a pplied 
to elected o fficia ls.

While this wea kens the bill, a s it no t o nly ex cludes 
m em bers o f Co ng ress but elected sta te a nd municipa l o ffi 
cia ls, it is a first step.

The p rom p t action of the 
Canadian p rim e minister in 
mobilizing the m ilitary forces 
and 
v irtually 
p utting 
the 
nation under m artial law for 
s i x 
months 
was 
ov er­ 
whelmingly 
ap p rov ed 
by 
a 
v ote of the p arliam ent. The 
p ractice of kidnap p ing p ublic 
officials and holding them as 
h o s t a g e s 
unti’ 
certain 
p risoners 
are 
released 
or 
other dem ands m et has been 
sweep ing v arious p arts of the 
world. 
But 
it 
is 
doubtful 
w hether any single incident 
h a s 
receiv ed 
as 
much 
p ublicity as did the ev ents in 
C a n a d a 
ov er 
the 
last 
weekend. 
Peop le 
of 
ev ery 
country 
m ust 
be 
asking 
them selv es 
the question: Why do group s 
go to such ex trem es? Why do 
they defy authority and by 
their 
acts 
show 
comp lete 
indifference to the p ower of 
gov ernm ent to p unish them ? 
Why , also, are there so m any

authorities. 
Kidnap p ings and hijackings 
hav e 
intensified 
in

world 
now is being told, in effect, 
that there is no answ er to 
the 
p roblem 
ex cep t 
strict 
discip line and the ap p lication 
of m ilitary law. 
Not only in Canada but in 
other countries today security 
m easures hav e been increased

officials 
are 
under guard not only in their 
offices and while trav eling but 
in their homes. 
This is an

what terrorism can do. 
S l o w l y 
but 
surely , 
terroristic units in the United
